The special $1 .*mhi handicap for two-year-olds 
furnished an upset when Rifle Shooter, recently 
< iaitued by J. M. Shilling aud starting for the 
nrst time in his «*olors. won over Checks aud Cosmic. 
The race was replete with crowding, beginning on 
ibe first turn, where Mainly Hamilton was knocked 
out of contention. Rochester and Milestone were 
sufferers in turn. 

A remarkably large crowd was again on hand. 
In the matter of attendance the present meeting 
is breaking ail records for autumn racing and giv- 
ing the spring season a close race. The volume 
of speculation has been in keeping with other pros- 
perous conditions. 

Close finishes were again the order in several of 
the raws. In the oj»euer Anna Lou just managed 
to l>eat Trout Fly. the favorite, with Water War- 
bler third. Many expected the winner to be dis 
< P<a lifted for interfering with Water Warbler and 
Violet, but no action was taken. 

Marion Goosby ran in his l»est form and scored 
ever Converse. The latter. supi»osed to have lieen 
*uld at the Gerst dispersal sale, ran in his former 
owner's colors. Rescue Goose, with better riding, 
might have won. for he had little difficulty in out- 
staying Coaming Tower at the end for third money. 
iTtoc to the racing there was a sale of racers 
*4 at auction, Blaekthorn was sold to E. C. Crockett 
« u his bid of $809. W. F. Knelielkamp got Strath- 
• •am for $485 and K. J. Austin pot J«wie for $500. 
Capitan Bravo went to I*. Uugar for $100. 

J. H. Rees came down from Memphis to 
witness the racing during the closing days of the 
meeting. Tod Celia was also a newcomer. He ar- 
rived from St. Louis and will stay until the close. 

J. Howard Lewis, who is in quest of young racers 
to replenish his stable, was an arrival. He will 
attend the Ilaggin dispersal sale at l.exington on 
Thursday next.

J. B. Camp- 
bell distributed the program L*ok for the first seven 
da vs of tin* Bowie meeting. 

For rough riding in the first race jockey Andress 
was suspended l»y the stewards fer the rest of the 
meeting. For a similar offense in the third race 
lvederis was su*i*uided for the same length of time. 

Jockev E. Martin was fined $100 and susj»eu<iecl 
for tlie* rest of the meeting by the starter in the 
fifth race. 

White Crown from Jefferson Livingston’s stable 
lias I teen added to the striug of racers that Mose 
Cohlhlatt will take to Juarez for the winter racing 
i here. The yearling filly by Sain— Sneerwell. also 
owned bv Mr. Livingston, will »w* taken along by 
Ooldblntf.

^hipped to New Orleans. The entire stable will 
is* transferred to Churchill Downs to winter at the 
■ lose of racing here. Mr. Livingston will himself 
make an extended stay in the Crescent City during 
January.

Laurel, Md.. October 25. — There was a decided 
improvement in racing conditions here this aiter- 
uoon aud for the first time in several days the track 
was fast. With the improvement in the footing 
came an improvement in the siKirt and high-class 
racing was the order. D. J. Leary furnisued the 
w inner of the Anne Arundel Stakes in Roly, which 
made all the pace and won easily from Blue Thistle. 
Mr. Leary had to stand a run-up of $1,005 to retain 
his horse. Sam Louis did the biddiug. 

Today’s was the fifth running of the Anne Arundel 
Stakes, the brief history of which is as follows:

High Horse, winner of the first race, was also 

bid up bv Louis, wlio carried the Belmont colt 
from $600 to $1,205 and in the second race Striker 
was run up from $400 to $S03. Both horses were 
retained. Stellarina. which finished second to High 
Horse, was claimed by Sam Louis, who later again 
resold her to George M. Odom, acting for the Miz 
pah Stable. 

II. D. Brown, general manager of the Cnba- 
Amcriean Jockey Club, was an arrival this after- 
noon and. after takiug notes of the runups, an 
nottneed that in the new rules that are being com- 
pleted to govern racing in Cuba, he would provide 
a new rule relative to selling races. Mr. Brown 
said that lie always discouraged selling-race eon- 
troversies among the Iiorseinen and he never could 
understand why the associations should profit by 
them. lie proposes that in all selling races at 
the Havana track next winter, the runup money 
shall lie divided twenty-five per cent to the second 
horse and the other seventy-five per cent to be pro- 
rated among the other horses in the race. Horse- 
men generally regard this as a move iu the right 
direction and one that will tend to eliminate the 
practices which have been in vogue at most tracks 
during the past racing season. Tlie runup money 
at this meeting alone has amounted to over $20,000. 

The condition Imok for the first eight days of the 
Cuban meeting were distributed among tne horse- 
men. The minimum purse is $400. with handicaps 
ranging in value from $500 to $1,000. There need 
be no fear among the horsemen regarding track 
conditions in Cuba next winter, as a new drainage 
system has lieen installed iu addition to the re- 
soiling Of the whole track. Mr. Brown will re- 
main here for several days. 

George W. Laugdon lias retired J. W. Messervy s 
good fillv Addie M. and she has been shipped to 
Gravesend, where she will be fired by Dr. McCully 
and turned oot for the winter. Addie M. came out 
of her last three races decidedly lame and it was 
decided to retire her until next year. 

The steeplechase course at Pimlico will be thrown 
oi»en for schooling tomorrow. 

S. C. Hildreth went to New York yesterday to try 
out the Belmont yearlings at Belmont Park. He 
expressed himself as well pleased with them. 

J. Luiusdeu, a wealthy sportsman of Ottawa, 
Ont.. todav purchased Candle from A. C. Parretto 
for $3,560. HI? also purchased from the same 
horseman Between Us and Hester. 

Stables are arriving at Pimlico every day for the 
opening of the Maryland Jockey Club’s meeting, 
which is scheduled to begin on Monday next. M. 
Bradv. with J. E. Davis’ string of steeplechasers, 
got in from Pennsylvania yesterday and several 
others will ship to the Baltimore track from here 
during the next few days. 

The Harry Payne Whitney string that has been 
racing under the name of L. S. Thom pson during 
the past turf season has gone into winter quarters. 
The horses were shipped from here to Brookdale 
Farm at Red Bank, N. J.. yesterday. There woe 
ten in the band and Joe Notter supervised the 
shipment. The consignment was made up of Adroit. 
Regina, Purdev, Borrow, Remembrance. Slipsb<»d, 
Orderly. Joyner and Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Gainer 
and Etruscan.

FRENCH EXPORT RULES RELAXED. 



Fernand David, the French Minister of Agricul- 
ture, nresfded last week at a meeting of the O 011 - 
seil Sunerieus des Haras, which approved the 
suggested modifications to the present law regarding 
the exportation of blood stock to countries of the 
alliog and to America. The grievance of French 
rm-e horse and stud farm owners is that all ex- 
portation is forbidden, even of two-year-olds and 
yearlings, unless as army remounts. This meeting 
advised that exportation be authorized to the coun- 
tries of n„. allies, to the United States and South 
America of thoroughbred yearlings and two year- 
olds and of stallions born In 1907 or previously, 
which had served stud for three year* and won a 
minimum of 30.000 francs ($ 6 , 000 ) in racing prizes. 
Formal adoption of these proposals by the Ministers 
will soon be announced.

Cincinnati, O., October 25. — All the candidates 
for the Latonia 4'up, at two miles and a quarter, 
have beea given their final tryouts for the event.

AH have been doing well since they arrived 
at Latonia and promise to lie useful horses to their 
owner at the Juarez track. He only has one other 
horse. Judge Sale, which, will im taken to Juarez 
for him with the- string trained by R. N. Vestal, 
who has had the gelding in his stable for Ripley 
since last spring. Ripley hopes to be able to buy 
a horse or two during the closing days of Latonia 
to ship to Juarez with the horses he already has 
In his barn at Latonia. . . , 

T. II. Ryan has decided to retire bis filly, Trick - 
wing, to the stud and will leave her in Kentucky 
when the Latonia meeting closes until next spring. 
When Sin- will be mated to one of the popular sires 
now doing siu«l service around Lexington. Trick 
wing is by Downpatrick—' Truewing, by The Roman 
She comes from a family of such famous performers 
as Helen Nichols. Advance Guard and the first Fu- 
turity winner, Proctor Knott. Ryan thinks she will 
make good in the stud. She went wrong early in 
her training and never started in but one race. 
She. however, had a good turn of speed and in 
conformation is an ideal type for a successful brood 
mare.

So far Mos«» Golidatt by purchasing recently for 
his stable the racers Royal Interest and First IV 
gree. now has fourteen horses in liis string to ship 
to the Juarez traek on the special train which 
leaves here next Saturday. Oetolier 30. Goldldatt 
slates that he has in miiid two oilier horses which 
he exists to secure In-fore the Juarez special 
leaves, which will make him a full carload of 
sixteen head.
